Vulcan 
No. 2 is 4865 feet deep and the lime 
■should be found in about another 200 
feet. Some oil and gas were formerly 
obtained from the Dalhousie sand by 
this well. 

W. Peterson of Vulcan, president of 
the Vulcan Oil Well, accompanied by 
Messrs. L. H. Stack, G. Dickenson and 
I). C. Jones, made a trip to Turner 
Valley on Thursday last and super¬ 
vised the work being carried on by 
drillers in clearing out the lost string 
rtf tools in the Vulcan well.

OIL FOR THE EMPIRE 

A London Times writer points out 
that the British Empire produces less 
than two per cent, of the world’s sup¬ 
ply of oil. The position is indeed a 
x lo>vly one and the Empire’s reserve 
Strength is diminished by its indepen 
dence upon other countries for such 
an important economic commodity. 

Turner Valley in Western Canada 
is the most important oil field in the 
British Empire at the present Jime. 
In decades to come Western Canada 
may prove to have scores of Turner 
Valleys. The presently proven geo¬ 
logical structure in Turner Valley is 
very small in contrast to the wide ar¬ 
ea over which geological exploration 
have been conducted in the west al¬ 
though larg e w hen compared with 
some other oil fields that produce a 
great deal more oil in the course of 
each year. 

Millions of dollars are being spent 
in the intensive petroleum search in 
Western Canada. It is not a piker’s 
game but an enterprise in which large 
capital and scientific effort alone can 
hope to wring success from an un¬ 
willing and enigmatical earth. That 
eventually a large number of oil fields 
will be proven up i s a prospect that 
has become brighter since we have 
had the Turner Valley results to en¬ 
courage us. 

The British Empire is today look¬ 
ing to Canada to lift her from her 
obscure position in the scale of world 
petroleum production. The next gen¬ 
eration may be able .to rejoice in the 
fact of-a dominant oil position by 
Canada at a time when other coun¬ 
tries will have exhausted their re¬ 
sources.—Financial Post. 

'Lord Byng has undertaken one of 
the hardest jobs of his life in attempt 
ing to stamp out bookmaking on the 
streets of London. 

England, always noted for cling¬ 
ing to the old, has stepped out and 
has abolished even the township 
school plan and elects her county 
boards to look after all the schools in 
the counties. 


HOME TOWN LOYALTY 

Loyalty to the old home town by 
“old boys” who have gone out in the 
world and accomplished much is ever 
in evidence. There is the Royal City 
of Guelph, which a short time ago re¬ 
ceived a gift of $5000 to encourage 
music in the schools, from a native 
son, Edward Johnson, the world fam¬ 
ous tenor, and now come benefactions, 
representing $2,000,000 from another 
native born, Arthur Cutten, of Chica¬ 
go, this to be in the form of a modern 
hotel and a public pleasure ground. 
“The success of these men,’’ says the 
Collingwood Bulletin, “does not make 
them envied. Their philanthropy and 
generosity, coupled with an evident 
desire to make the world better <and 
the old home town happier, appeals to 
the public and gives gladness and joy 
all round.’’ .• 

FIFTY BRITISH BOYS 

The first group of fifty British boys 
coming to Alberta during the spring 
under the arrangement between the 
Provincial Government and the Over¬ 
seas Settlement Board arrived in Ed¬ 
monton the other day. The boys are 
being given a month’s course of train 
ing at the provincial schools at Olds 
and Vermilion. before being placed in 
employment on farms in the province. 
A second group is scheduled to arrive 
about May 1st and will be similarly 
trained and placed in work. Parties 
of young British women are'expected 
to arrive about June 1st. They, too, 
will be given" a month’s instruction 
which will fit them to fill positions as 
domestic farm help throughout the 
province. 

SCHOOL EXAMS. 

Preparations are under way by the 
department of education for the an¬ 
nual school examinations throughout 
the province. The papers, which have 
been prepared during the winter by 
committees appointed by the examin¬ 
ation board for the purpose, are in 
the printers’ hands and other neces¬ 
sary supplies are being assembled. 
The examinations will be held as us¬ 
ual, in the last two wetks of June. 
Applications from high school-stud¬ 
ents who are required to indicate the 
subjects they wish to write on are be¬ 
ing received in large numbers. Other 
students will get all the opportunity 
they may desire without asking for 
them. The procedure in regaTil to all 
the examinations will be, it is stated, 
as in previous years.

for this country, says the Financial 
Post. / 

The merits of the plan are obvious 
to business men but the difficulties in 
its application can probably be realiz¬ 
ed to the full only by officials of the 
post office department, who are best 
able to visualize the added work and 
expense that the adoption of C.O.D. 
postage would involve. 

The Post Office department probab¬ 
ly has C.O.D. postage under consider¬ 
ation but should not finally rule 
against its adoption in Canada with¬ 
out serious consideration of the val¬ 
ue to business in the system. Business 
in Canada should not be refused advan 
tages that are available to .Ameican 
concerns unless there are extra good 
reasons for it 

An American company, wishing to 
send out a number of circular letters 
that call for a reply, can utilize C.O. 
D. postal cards or envelopes and will 
pay postage only on those cards that 
are returned. A Canadian firm with a 
similar mailing must adopt on e of 
three courses; it may let the customer 
pay the return postage, which reduces 
the percentage of return; it may en¬ 
close postal reply cards, which are ex¬ 
pensive, in view of the small percen¬ 
tage of replies that can be expected 
to any ordinary mailing; or it may en 
close stamped addressed envelopes 
which are even more expensive—pro¬ 
hibitive in many cases, says the Post. 

C.O.D. postage would be an asset to 
many business houses and it is to be 
hoped that the investigations of the 
post office will indicate its acceptance 
in Canada. 

DIET AND CHARACTER

INCOME TAXES 

There was an increase of $2,851,200 
in the total income taxes collected in 
the year ending March 31st last, as 
compared with the year before, it was 
announced by Hon. W. D. Euler, Min¬ 
ister of National Revenue. The total 
for the year was $59,422,297. Mon¬ 
treal headed the list with'$18,362,700 
(compared with $17,374,963 for- the 
previous year), followed by Toronto 
with $r6,404,561 (compared with $13, 
320,570), and Hamilton with $4,713,- 
611 (compared with $3,944,635). 

Over 90 head of registered Cana¬ 
dian Jerseys have been sold to buyers 
from the State of Mississippi since 
March 1st last. 

A non-stop flight from England to 
India has been added to the long list 
of brilliant exploits of British airmen. 
The flight from London to Karachi 
covers a distance of 4100 miles and 
was dope in less than 51 hours. Lack 
of fq<fl prevented the breaking of the 
existing record of continuous flight. 
One of the airmen was a Canadian.

Old Age Pensions Act 

The Old Age Pensions Act will 
probably come into operation in Alber 
ta in about a month according to a 
statement made on Thursday by Prem 
ier Brownlee. The Act, it has been 
decided by the Executive Council, will 
be placed under the jurisdiction of 
the Workmen’s Compensation Board, 
and arrangements are being made for 
this board to administer the provis¬ 
ions of the new Act. Under the pro¬ 
posed plan it is necessary for each 
province sharing in the benefits of the 
Dominion legislation to submit its 
supplementary and contributary legis¬ 
lation to the Dominion Government 
through Hon. Peter Heenan, Minister 
of Labour, for final ratification and to 
draw up a formal agreement of opera 
tion. As soon as this step has been 
taken it is expected the Alberta Act 
will come into effect. The payment 
of pensions will not become retroac¬ 
tive but will date from the time the 
Act is'proclaimed. 

New Buildings at Mental Hospitals 
• Increased facilities for taking care 
of the mentally sick people in the 
province are provided for in the Al¬ 
berta Government’s building program 
for the present season, it is announc¬ 
ed by Hon. George Hoadley, Minister 
of Health The Ponoka, Oliver and 
Red Deer institutions will all share in 
the enlargement program under 
which six additional buildings are to 
be erected. A one story pavilion fire¬ 
proof building will be constructed for 
infirmary cases at the Red Deer train 
irvg school for mental defectives at a 
cost of $30,000. New buildings plan¬ 
ned at the Ponoka Hospital include a 
-separate building for the care of ad¬ 
vanced mental cases, an extension of 
the nurses’ home, a reception ward 
J for men patiehts and a new dining 
| room for women patients. At the 01- 
| iver hospital an additional building 
will provide accommodation for some 
| 130 patients. Work will be started 
! shortly on the construction of these 
1 buildings for which provision was 
made in estimates passed at the re¬ 
cent session of the legislature. 

Prairie Fires Cause Serious Loss 

Several serious prairie fires in the 
| southern part of the province have 
j resulted in considerable destruction of 
I farm property as well as grass on the 
! ranges. It is pointed out by Ben j. 

: Lawton, Provincial Game and Fire 
I Commissioner, that those who find it 
| necessary to set fires should take ev- 
' ery precaution to prevent ityfrom es¬ 
caping, and anyone driving through 
the country should refrain from 
throwing lighted matches and live ci- 
| gar or cigarette stubs away before 
| they are extinguished. The Iruming 
, of stubble on grain fields in the past 
has resulted in considerable damage 
from fires which have been allowed to 
escape. It is considered that the long 
stubble and straw left on grain fields 
wher e combine harvesters have been 
used may prove to be even a more 
serious menace where this is burned 
preparatory to plowing. It would be 
well for all who find it necessary to 
bum stubble of this kind to take spec 
ial precautions even in addition to 
those provided for by the Prairie 
Fires Act. Where burning is to be 
done at any season of the year for 
purpose of destroying stubble, straw 
or bush, or wher^ it is considered 
necessary to utilize fire for the clear¬ 
ing of land, a fire guard is required, 
and the fire in every instance must be 
watched by three adult persons, equip 
ped with suitable appliances for the 
extinguishing of fire, and the fire 
must be watched and guarded until it 
has been extinguished. A fire guard 
must be provided before kindling any 
such fire and must be ten feet wide if 
burning is to be done before May 7th, 
and twenty feet wide if it is to be 
done after that date. 

Proved Poor Investment 

Of interest in connection with the 
selling campaign carried on in a num¬ 
ber of districts in the province last 
summer by the Central United States 
Swine Co., an American organization 
promoting the sale of Chester White 
hogs, is an article recently reprinted 
in the Chicago Drovers’ Journal. It 
will be recalled that the Alberta De¬ 
partment of Agriculture issued s 
warning to farmers in the province at 
that time as to the position of tha 
company and the possibility of diffi¬ 
culty in enforcing the terms of the 
contract which they i^ere asked to 
sign. The present position of the 
company is indicated in the following 
dispatch, referred to above: 

“Spokane, Wash., March 19—The 
Status of the brood sow marke^.in the 
United States will be scanned by a 
committee of attorneys selected by 
150 creditors of the Central U.S. 
Swine Company who met at the Spo¬ 
kane hotel to determine how the af¬ 
fairs of the concern can be worked 
out to the advantage of creditors. 

Discussion among creditors from 
Washington, Oregon, Montana, Idaho 
and British Columbia showed that the 
concern which recently, it is said, had 
trouble in operating in the Dakotas, 
had an unusual method it proposed as 
a means of populating the country 
with fine sows. 

The discussions were that the com¬ 
pany would sell a man a blooded sow 


for $95 and take her sow pigs at 160 
lbs. at $35 each. It was disclosed that 
many persons made money who enroll 
ed early. Attorneys declared that as 
the business expanded and the com¬ 
pany accepted notes, their assets be¬ 
came “frozen" and they did not have 
enough money to carry out their con¬ 
tacts. Whether the sow market has 
been saturated was not brought out. 

Attorney! were told that there is 
nearly $n)0J)00-in notes, which may 
give the creditors something. When 
the creditors were unable to get any 
authentic information, they appointed 
the committee of attorneys to deter¬ 
mine if a receiver should be asked.” 

University Hospital Board 
The University Hospital in Edmon¬ 
ton will in future be under the direc¬ 
tion of a board recently appointed by 
the Provincial Government. The per¬ 
sonnel of the governing body includes 
Dr R. C. Wallace, President of the 
University of Alberta, Dr. A. C. Ran¬ 
kin, Dean of the University Medical 
School, Dr. M. R. Bow, Deputy Minis¬ 
ter of Health, W. B. Milne, Supervis¬ 
or of Municipal Hospital, H. H. Coop¬ 
er, wholesale merchant and John Gil¬ 
lespie, grain broker. 

Alta. Lambs Top American Market 
Selling at 17 cents per pound a 
shipment of 820 winter fed lambs 
from the flock of Alberta Green, Ta¬ 
ber, Alberta, recently set a high fig¬ 
ure on the market at Buffalo, New 
York. In view of the highly satisfac¬ 
tory returns amounting to over $12,- 
000 received for this consignment fur 
ther similar shipments are anticipated 
to Buffalo and other Eastern Ameri¬ 
can markets where the demand for 
Canadian lambs is reported to be ex¬ 
ceptionally good.

In the amendments to the Motor 
Vehicles Act to provide for the licens¬ 
ing of drivers, it is stated that the 
Minister may refuse a license if he is 
not satisfied of the applicant’s compe¬ 
tency. It is assumed, therefore, that 
clothed with that power, the depart¬ 
ment will set up proper machinery for 
examination purposes prior to the 
new regulations becoming effective 
next July 1. 

There is no doubt that there has 
been a lack of education on the part 
of piany drivers, ‘ and this has been 
the cause of a large percentage of ac¬ 
cidents in this province. 

In some places, operating under a 
license system, a person who has been 
operating a car for five years and has 
not been involved in an accident is 
granted a license without examination 
It is likely that in this province there 
will be some general policy to coyer 
persons whose ability to operate a car 
properly has never beep open to doubt 

Any examination should bear on the 
following points, in the opinion of ex¬ 
perts. 

(a) The rules of the road, the 
mechanism of the machine, how to 
create, transmit and control the pow¬ 
er, the use of lights and brakes, the 
ability of the operator in congested 
traffic and at dangerous points on the 
road. 

(b) The occasions when the op¬ 
erator should show common sense and 
courtesy when driving. 

(c) His eyesight, his hearing, his 
ability to use hands and feet, his men 
tality, and his state of nervousness. 

A candidate unsuccessful on the 
first point should be told to go to an 
instructor and be educated on parts 
of the examination in which he was 
found-deficient. 

AGAIN OURJNCOME 

Strange crimes are at the present 
moment being committed in the inter¬ 
est of the Perfect Income Tax Re¬ 
turn. One local farmer, who seems to 
be standing up to this trying preiod 
better than most, has .revealed the se¬ 
cret of his tranquility. He says that 
lie has found a judicious use of the 
(ieath column of the jncome Tax Re¬ 
turns to be very sustaining. He feels 
that this obituary column has been 
the inspiration of some kindly farmer 
official, who realizes the difficulties 
whch confront the average man, in 
following the vicissitudes of his flocks 
and herds through the entire year. 
For example, our local friend lay 
awake for three nights trying to-re¬ 
call the ultimate fate of one red pig. 
He got thin and broody. The worry 
interfered with his seeding, his lodge 
meetings and his appetite. Suddenly 
like a great white light, there dawned 
upon him, the vast significance of the 
death column. And there he planted 
her, to the last red hair. He has been 
eating and sleeping regular ever 
since. 

He admits however that a man 
must use judgment. He has a neigh¬ 
bor, a rancher, who was all for rush¬ 
ing home and consigning 200 head of 
range cattle to the credit of the Grim 
Reaper. He says that this rancher is 
overplaying his hand, besides putting 
the entire honest west into disrepute. 
Two hundred head of cattle cannot be 
casually laid out on tkie range without 
the neighbors getting wind of it. Ev¬ 
en the Times might eventually learn 
about it, and print something. It is 
altogether too raw. 

No, he feels that a man can do no 
better than follow the policy of the 
government itself, which mixes hon¬ 
esty with good judgment. If he feels 
his reason tottering, through inabil¬ 
ity to account for the odd head of 
stock, theh and not till them, should 
he give the death verdict. But for a 
man lightly to sentence thus, 200 
head of cattle, at the current price of 
cattle, is something that would stick 
in the crops even of the trusting In¬ 
come Tax officials. 

Another man who has the advan¬ 
tage of higher education, just lets X 
equal the unknown quantity and lets 
it go at that. He finds that this has 
worked admirably at headquarters. It 
is sort of impressive. Next year he 
plans to make use of the fourth dimen 
sion. / 

But not all of us are educated, and 
while most of us are reasonably hon¬ 
est, yet statistics have proved that 
the majority of the. incurably honest 
are in Ponoka (the intake of that in¬ 
stitution is always very heavy in Ap¬ 
ril). The death column has been pro¬ 
vided in order to preserve sanity and 
should be used judiciously but spar¬ 
ingly. Just what the traffic wll bear. 

BRITISH GOLFERS WIN 

Back to Britain comes the Ryder 
Cup, emblematic of the international 
professional golf supremacy between 
the Old Country and the United 
States. A smashing victory in the 
singles, when Hagen, Sarazen and 
Farrell were among the defeated Yan 
kees, brought victory to the British 
squad after their United States rivals 
had established a bare lead in the 
foursome play on April 27 at Moore- 
town, England. Needing five victor¬ 
ies in the eight singles matches of 
th»~day, *the Britons were forced to 
battle through seven contests before 
they annexed the requisite number of 
victories. Final triumph, assuring 
Great Britain’s tenure of the coveted 
mug, came when young Henry Cotton 
won from A1 Watrous, 4 and 3. 


A spirit of investigation and inde¬ 
pendent criticism in matters of edu¬ 
cation, has been manifest in the last 
few years. Particularly has this been 
true of High School education, which 
appears to be a constant target. 

This is fair enough. High School ed 
ucation is costly to the province. Tax¬ 
es are heavy. People #re right in de¬ 
manding the greatest result fob mon¬ 
ey spent. And many pertinenft ques¬ 
tions are asked. Does the cWrent 
curriculum best fit a student for nor¬ 
mal life, in which simple business 
rules and a reasonable knowledge of 
grammatical English and world af¬ 
fairs seems to play the most obvious 
piacticai part? Is a child who with¬ 
out handicap of illness, is unable to 
pass at least five units a year, entitl¬ 
ed to a place in a High School ? Are 
all students in the high school making 
the best possible use of their time in 
studying the subjects required on the 
curriculum? 

The Wachers, if only they dared 
speak freely without incurring resent¬ 
ment might furnish illuminating in¬ 
formation. The average parent how¬ 
ever, resents any suggestion that his 
child is not equipped for the largely 
mental training furnished in these 
secondary schools. 

Yet many a boy who might be male 
ing excellent progress in active phys¬ 
ical or technical work, is having his 
natural aptitudes blunted, by these 
year’s of sedentary mental training. 

Many a girl whose fingers might 
create articles of beauty, is marking 
time and losing keenness, while she 
drones at uncongenial books. 

Far better that a youth be doing 
v what he really enjoys doing and for 
which he has a leaning, than to be 
wasting good years within the walls 
•of a school in “book learning” which 
he never really absorbs, just because 
this is the thing to do. 

Young Westinghouse is working on 
a new improvement in highway Con? 
struction. His idea is that riding 
would be even easier if the tarred 
road were aiso feathered. 

BREEDING JERSEYS 

Mr. H. C. Wingpte of Cayley has 
launched into jeffiething of an experi 
inept which will be followed with 
great interest by brother farmers. He 
has welcomed to his farm four pure 
bred Jersey heifers, which were pur¬ 
chased from B. C. herds last fall and 
wintered out on the ranch of Mr. 
Trotter of Shepard. These heifers are 
of choicest B. C. stock and were select 
ed out of herds by Veterinary McKay 
of Calgary and Jersey Field man 
Fleming of Chilliwack. The dams on 
both sides have records of b and 6 per 
cent butterfat. 

While Jerseys are somewhat rare 
in this country being "high priced and 
bard to get, MiVwingate sees no 
reason why they should not thrive 
and be a success. Though the venture 
was a high-priced one, yet he is con¬ 
vinced that the superiority of quality 
of Jersey cream, will in time ensure a 
real place in the best dairy herds for 
the pure bred Jersey. 

Mrs. Wingate has also been patron¬ 
izing B. C. products and has had ship 
ped to the farm 1000 baby chicks of 
Leghorn breed from the neighboring 
province. * 

They should thrive on the Jersey 
milk.

In an interesting speech delivered 
recently* 1 in an eastern city, C. O. 
Smith, Washington, correspondent of 
the Southam papers, touched on var¬ 
ious phases of Canadian-Ainerican re¬ 
lations which are under constant dis¬ 
cussion: 

There will be general agreement 
with Mr. Smith’s contention that Can 
ada ought resolutely to objeet to the 
usurpation of the air by the United 
States Radio Commission, which has 
undertaken to allot to this country a 
fractional number of wave lengths as 
if the whole continent in this respect 
belonged exclusively to the United 
States. Canada cannot admit the ar¬ 
rogant assumption of the Commission 
There is a vast power, moral and ma¬ 
terial, inherent in radio, and Canada 
should stn dup for her rights. 

Another problem arises out of the 
difference in the liquor laws of the 
two countries. Mr. Smith believes, as 
be all well-informed observers, that 
the Eighteenth Amendment is perma- 
I r.ent, or will not be repealed in the 
measurable future. He says that 
Canada should recognize the inevi- 
I table and do nothing to facilitate the 
violation of the United States law. In 
' view of the determination to enforce j 
| prohibition more thoroughly across 
| tile line, Canada’s attitude is. of in¬ 
creasing importance. An acute situa¬ 
tion might arise at any time at our 
doors. “As a factor affecting the 
comity of two nations, Canada should 
do what she finds, upon serious exam¬ 
ination, to-be practicable, in friendly 
recognition of another country’s laws 
and usages,” says Mr. Smith. There 
is a weighty body opinion in this 
country in favor of stopping the is¬ 
sue of papers to liquor-laden vessels 
clearing for United States ports. 

Mr. Smith thinks it probable that 
Congress will grant the demands of 
X Kited States farmers for higher tar¬ 
iffs on farm products. If so, Cana- 
rfffaii producers, especially *of live 
stock, will be adversely affected. If 
Canadian diplomatic representations 
fail to soften the blow, Mr. Smith 
suggests that it is within the power of 
Canadians by voluntary action to re¬ 
duce greatly their purchases of Unit¬ 
ed States products, and so redress the 
balance of trade which is now adverse 
to this country. On the St. Lawrence 
question, he directs attention to the 
lack of agreement in Canada. More 
will soon be heard of this issue, if it 
lie true that the United States Gov¬ 
ernment, soon intends to use the 
tariff as a make-weight in negotiating 
with the Dominion for a deep water¬ 
ways treaty.

Visitors are always welcome at the 
Junior Red Cross Hospital in Edmon¬ 
ton during the official visiting hours 
in the afternoon, that they may see 
for themselves what manner of mira¬ 
cles are lieing wrought on the soft 
baby bodies of little ones who are un¬ 
fortunately handicapped from birth. 

The writer had the pleasure of es-„ 
porting a party of country friends 
round the wards la tidy, and it was 
worthy of note that every step of the 
way, the sympathies and admiration 
of the visitors increased as they saw 
and hpard-'and spoke to the children 
for whom they had been making spec¬ 
ial financial appeals in their home¬ 
towns. 

A smiling aurse welcomed the par¬ 
ty and in a trice everyone was robed 
in white—the specH^l gowns being 
used as a precaution for safety and 
health. Turning to the little nursery 
wards at the entrance, the visitors 
saw little ones in each of the four 
cots. One looked quite a new baby 
and was soundly sleeping with the 
happy air of innocent infancy. Not 
so the ex-babies who were all on 
wires apparently, full of fun and 
ready for the little gifts of their 
friends. Small feet in casts of plas¬ 
ter, little faces in tar masks, limbs 
suspended from special supports, 
crutches under tiny shoulders, hands 
and fingers being massaged, children 
at study, others at play, nurses here 
and there'and everywhere, such were 
the pictures of hospital life seen on a 
visiting afternoon. 

Special interest was shown by the 
country friends as they saw in one 
cot a little darkie lad with wide smil¬ 
ing mouth big rolling eyes, while in 
the cot opposite lay a small Japanese 
lady of three years old gazing dream 
ily through almond eyes.

ABOUT MAGAZINES 

According to H. A. Atkinson, head 
of the Provincial Industrial School, 
Portage La Prairie, a great factor in 
solving the juvenile delinquency prob¬ 
lem is wholesome recreation under 
trained leaders. The government is 
contemplating the building of two 
new penitentiaries for juvenile offen¬ 
ders alone. These will cost $1,000,000 
How much better if this money were 
spent in playgrounds and in providing 
recreational centres. 

Surveys have showed that the es¬ 
tablishment of community centres for 
recreation in so-called crime belts, 
has immediately brought about a re¬ 
duction in juvenile delinquency. De¬ 
linquency is primarily a boy problem 
reaching its height in spring and au¬ 
tumn. Most of the troublesome, cas¬ 
es come from misdirected or unfulfill¬ 
ed play instincts. In modern commun 
ities there is need for playgrounds 
within half a mile of every home, in¬ 
cluding athletic fields under trained 
supervision. A program of this sort 
sounds* costly, but at least it is more 
constructive than the building of new 
penitentiaries.

GOOD ROADS 


All Western Canada will watch 
with interest the pending session of 
the Minnesota state legislature when 
a new road policy may be adopted. As 
the further use of gravel on the trunk 
roads of that state has been chaleng- 
ed, it may embark upon a scheme of 
concrete highways for the future. 

Commissioner Babcock has reported 
to the state authorities that the grow¬ 
ing numbers, more extensive use, 
greater speeds and heavier loads of 
motor vehicles have increased wear 
and tear upon the main highways to 
such an extent that he considers it 
sheer waste of money to try and main 
tain the more important stretches as 
gravel highways. v 

When the commissioner’s report 
was made, newspapers in Minnesota 
said the only sensible thing to do was 
to offer a $20,000,000 bond issue so 
that concrete highways could lie con¬ 
structed. 

In Alberta and in other parts of the 
west, this is looming up as a most im 
portant problem. Future roads have 
to be built, not only for the ordinary- 
motorist, but also for the movement 
of goods by motor truck. This means 
that the solution will rest with pernia 
nent highways of concrete, which will 
lx- cheaper in the long run. This prob 
lttn has been brought to the govern¬ 
ment’s attention by the Alberta Motor 
Association on more than one occas¬ 
ion, and is demanding action today 
just as much or even more than ever 
before. 


Bills authorizing the construction 
of Canadian National Railway branch 
lines from St. Walburg, Sask. to 
Bonneyville, Alberta and from Alli¬ 
ance to a point near Youngstown 
were passed at the Dominion House 
of Commons on Thursday. It is ex¬ 
pected that construction will start at 
an early date on these lines which 
will open up large areas of produc¬ 
tive land. 


INTERESTING NEWS 

Harold Richardson of Bowden, the 
thirteen-year-old boy who recently se¬ 
cured first prize in the baby beef com 
petition at the Calgary spring stock 
show, has now sold his prize-winning 
calf, Aberdeen Angus, Bertha of Wil- 
lowbank, for the record price of $3 
per pound, or $2,820 for the calf. 

Fish to the value of $870,428 were 
caught in Alberta lakes and rivers 
for the year ending March 31,1929. 
$729,334 represent commercial catch. 
White fish are first valued at $350,793 
trout stand second at $222,313 and pic 
kerel at $92,160. There were 1144 
commercial licenses issued. 

Alberta’s Weed Problem, Bulletin 
No. 3, has recently ben issued by the 
Field Crops branch of the Alberta de¬ 
partment of agriculture and is now- 
available for distribution through the 
office of. W'. J. Stephen, Field Crops 
Commissioner. This publication brings 
up to date much valuable informa¬ 
tion dealing with the control and 
eradication of noxious weeds in the 
province, and will be read with atten¬ 
tion by farmers and others interested 
in this problem. 

Extensive investigation of the bitu- 
minus sand deposits in northern Al¬ 
berta will be undertaken shortly as 
the first step in the two year pro¬ 
gram of development of this valuable 
Alberta resource by the Scientific and 
industrial Research Council of K A. 
Clark of the University of Alberta 
who for the past several years has 
devoted much time to investigations 
along this line. The two year program 
of the sands development is an addi¬ 
tional feature of the Alberta Govern¬ 
ment’s comprehensive plans for nor¬ 
thern development. Keen interest is 
also being: shown in the soil survey 
under the direction of Dr. Wyatt, the 
water survey carried on by Dr. Ru¬ 
therford and the Pre-Cambrian min¬ 
eral survey to be conducted by Dr. 
Cameron during the cojning season. 


HATCHING TIME 


When chicks are to be hatched by 
the natural method it is well to set 
several hens at once. As the are 
tested from time to time and the in¬ 
fertile eggs removed those remaining 
can be given to fewer hens. Then 
when the chicks hatch a few hens will 
b e able to brood a larger flock of the 
same age. When this system is used 
the hens from which the eggs have 
been taken may be re-set and kept 
going for several weeks. Mr. F. C. 
Elford, the Dominion Poultry Hus¬ 
bandman, in circular No 70, “Natural 
Incubation” published by the Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture at Ottawa, re¬ 
commends thoroughly dusting the hen 
with sulphur or insect powder before 
she is set. The nest should be made 
ready and the hen placed on the eggs 
preferably after dark. To test the hen 
as a brooder it is well to give her a 
few common eggs for a few days and 
if still inclined to set she may be giv¬ 
en a setting of from 13 to 15 eggs ac¬ 
cording to size. It is important to 
see that the nest is perfectly clean 
and disinfected before allowing the 
hen into it. It is regarded as good 
practice to set the heils where the 
laying stock cannot gdt to them. A 
colony house makes an ideal place for 
this purpose. There should be kept 
near at hand a constant supply of 
fresh water and hard grain either 
placed on the floor or in a hopper as 
well as green feed. Some hens do 
r.ot sit as well at others and Mr. El¬ 
ford regards it as sometimes advan¬ 
tageous to continue the good sitters 
at work for several weeks. This may¬ 
be done by removing the eggs to oth¬ 
er hens before they are hatched. If 
they continue to sit well and keep in 
Rood'flesh it may be possible to keep 
them at work for several hatchings 
before allowing them off with chicks 
or putting them back into the laying 
pons. 

The lighter laying breeds like the 
Leghorns, though they may become 
broody, seldom make satisfactory sit 
tors. Hens of the medium or larger 
size that are not too clumsy and awk 
ward should be used for incubation. 
It is also pointed out in the circular 
that hens usually sit better than pul¬ 
lets.

It is est’mated that 
the flies are responsible for more 
deaths than any single known disease. 
Babies are itse particular prey since 
the infantile diseases are- carried 
largely by the pest. Get rid of it by 
cleaning up all filth and garbage. 
Make a habit of burning all refuse. 
Give it no chance to breed. Screen 
doors and windows at the first hint 
of warm weather. Two flies at the 
beginning of the season will be re¬ 
sponsible if allowed to live, for mil¬ 
lions of other flies, they breed so rap¬ 
idly. So clean up, burn up and put 
on screen iIoots and windows. Is it to 
be flies or babies? The choice is 
yours.
